MANUFACTURERS are complaining of 


the provision of the election law which 
makes election day a legal holiday, and 
provides that no person entitled to vote 
shall be employed on election day in 
any manufacturing, mining, mechanical 
or mercantile establishment or any rail- 
road corporation in the state during the 
period of four hours after the opening 
of the election. The only exception to ' 
the law is where tho voters are employed 
in works of necessity, and then tho em- 
| ployers must give the men four hours to 
vote some time during the day. Under 
the provisions of the law all the manu- 
factories and business houses (not works 
of necessity) must close until noon on 
the day of election. Manufacturers say 
the enforcement of the law will work 
hardship and will cause them a consid- 
erable loss, 
Some manufacturers say 


they would rather pay a reasonable flue 
than suffer the loss the shutting down 
of a half day would impose. The law is 
severe on the subject. 
It provides iha 


'every officer of any corporation, owner 
superintendent, overseer or foreman, 
who employs or permits to be em- 
ployed any person in violation of this 
section, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and fined not less than S50 nor 
more than 8500."

every laboring man. He Bays: Suppose 
that the wages of a laborer are $1.25 
per day. This will make 87.60 per 
week. Since the passage of the MoKin- 
ley bill this 87.50 will only purchase 
the same amount of clothing and other 
necessaries as could be bought before 
the passage of the bill for 86. The 
wages of the laboring man are then vir- 
tually reduced 25 oente a day, or to $1 
per day. Before the passage of the bUl 
the laborer expended 86 for the same 
articles he must now pay 87.50 for, and 
had 81-60 left, but under the MoKinley 
outrage he will have nothing left after 
making his purchase." 


THE actual additional cost made by

PAMCEFOTE'S PLAN, 


Pro\idiug for a Permanent Settle- 


ment if the Behrinff Sea Con- 


troversy. 


WASHINGTON, Got. 28.—Sir 
Julian 


Pauacefote, the British minister, has 
prepared a plan for the temporary set- 
tlement of the Behricg sea controversy, 
and providing for a convention of ex- 
perts to advise means for a permanent 
hettlement. Sir Julian will present the 
measure he Im de\ised to his govern 
menfc for approval. Provision is made for 
a convention between Great Brittan.lius- 
sia and the United States of America, in 
relation to the far seal fisheries in the 
BchringSea, the sea of Ochotska, and 
adjoining ^Yater^, the title of the gather- 
ing to be the North Amercan seal fishery 
convention. The articles of agreement 
provides that the 
high contracting 


parties agree to appoint a mixed com- 
mission of experts, who shall inquire 
into tho subject and report within two 
j 
>-s from the date of tho convention on 


tho propriety and the advisability of 
regulations looking to the preservation 
of far seals species. 


After thia report has been submitted, 


a further convention is to be held, and 
in case the high contracting parties are 
unable to agree upon regulations, if any 
are necessary, the questions in differ- 
ence shall be referred to the arbitration 
of 
an impartial government, whoso 


award shall be final. Pending tho re- 
port of the commission, and for six 
months after the date of such report a 
temporary measure shal be put into 
effect, providing a line of demarcation 
to be called tho "seal fishery line," shall 
be drawn as follows: From Point Ann- 
ival, at tho southern extremity of the 
Inland of Saghalien in the Chotska, to 
the point of intersection of tho fiftieth 
parallel of north latitude with tho 160th 
meridian of longitude east fioin Green- 
wich, thence eastward along tho fiftieth 
parallel to its point c f intersection with 
the 160th meridian of longitude west 
from Greenwich. 


The subjects or citizens of which con- 


tracting parties shall be prohibited from 
engaging in the fur seal fishery, and the 
taking of teals by laud or sea north of 
tho seal fishery line from the 1st of May 
to the 30th of JUBO, and also from the 
1st of October to the 30th of December. 
During the iutervening period sealing 
vessels belonging to tho high contract- 
ing parties shall not bo permitted to ap- 
proach these islands Vtitiiiu a radius of 
teu miles. Every vessel found engaged 
in ssftl fishing contrary to the prohibi- 
tions shall be forfeited, and the master 
and crew of such ve«el be subject to 
fine and imprisonment.
